The next subscription to be made 
‘was by Judge John S. Candler, who Was 
one of the first Atlantans on the scene 
after the hold-up, his home being less 
than three-quarters of a mile away.

Early at night Hugh Cardoza, gen- 
@ral manager of the Wells enterprises 
in Atlanta, called at The Constitution 
Office and in behalf of the three 
theaters operated by Mr. Wells, con- 
tributed $25, $10 for the Lyric, $10 for 
the Forsyth, and $5 for the Bijou.

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CONDUCTOR BRYSON GIVES — 
FULL DETAILS OF SHOOTING 


Conductor Waller H. Bryson: who is 
the only living person that can give 
the true details of the hold-up in 
Druid Hills park Saturday night, was 
able yesterday to tell more clearly of 
his experience. 

Lying on his cot in the Atlanta hos- 
pital, he reviewed fully the details 
of the tragic incident to his brother, 
H. lL. Brvson. of Rockmart, Ga., and 
the latter told a Constitution reporter 
what he said. 

While The Constitution’s story Sun- 
day morning told accurately of the 
hold-up, Conductor Bryson's later 
story sheds more detailed light on 
the affair. 

Conductor Bryson was adjusting the 
trolley for the return trip to town 
when he first noticed the three ne- 
groes. They were standing on the 
side of the road and he thought they 
were to be passengers. Motorman 
Brown was at the front end. Two 
of the negroes leveled revolvers in 
Brvyson'’s face and ordered him to 
throw up his hands. while the third 
negro went to the front platform to 
cover the motorman. 

As Conductor Bryson threw up his 
hands, he let go the trolley rope. The 
trolley missed the wire overhead and 
this threw the car in darkness. The 
onlv light came from an are some dis- 
tance away and from aé full moon 
shintne overhead. 

“As T reached in my hip pocket for 
mv pocketbook and gave it to the ne- 
groes,”’ said Bryson, “TIT heard a shot 
in the direction of where Brown was 
standing in front. I thought that

third negro, and I 
made a break in his direction, start- 
ing around the wrong side of the 
car. I was never frightened during 
the whole timé, and thought that if 
I reached Brown we could handle the 
situation. 

“Before I had walked half the 
length of the car on the opposite side, 
the two negroés stopped me with their 
guns and snatehed my belt containing 
the fares, took my watch and went 
through my pockets. 

“They then told me to run. I- said 
JT would not run, but would walk away 
I turned and began walking off, but 
before I had taken five steps they shot 
me down. 

“As I Iny on the ground I could 
hear all three negroes running away 
from the scene at full speed. and 1 
knew then that 

“I lay for some time where I had 
fallen before attempting to move. 1 
dragged. myself. along then as. best 
I could in an effort to reach the near- 
est house. My cries attracted the at- 
tention of Rufus (Motorman Bryson's 
third cousin, in charge of the next 
car that arrived 20 minutes later) and 
I told him what had happened. 

“If | had oniv had a pistol in the 
hip pocket where I reached for mv 
yurse, T belfeve T could have vut up 
a showing. When T get well I think 
Tll get me a pistol.”

Not a Black Face 
Texas Town. 


Coleman Inhabitants Objected 
to Negro Labor Coming Into 
Community--Feeling of Hostil- 
ity Breaks Into Race Riot. 
Negroes Clubbed From Town. 


Coleman, Texas, April 24.—Twelve 
negroes badly beaten, one white man 
seriously injured and the entire negro 
population of Coleman of between 150 
and 200 men, women and children driven 
out of town, was the result of race riots 
which occurred here at 1 o’clock this 
afternoon and raged-until far into the 
night. That many persons were not 
killed or seriously wounded is due to 
the fact that the negroes offered no 
resistance except in isolated cases and 
the whites contented themselves with 
using clubs, sticks and stones instead 
of firearms. 

Cause of Trouble. 

Until the Santa Fe railroad began 
using negro labor on _ construction 
work in this section, a black face was 
a rarity and trouble has been brew- 
ing ever since negroes in considerable 
numbers began coming into town. This 
fealing has been greatly intensified re- 
cently by alleged inflammatory ufter- 
ances of some of the negro leaders who 
asserted that they were here and here 
to stay. With this feeling of hostility 
existing, it needed but a spark to start: 
trouble, and this spark was furnished 
this afternoon when two white youths 
became invoived in a fight with a ne- 
gro. Quickly the word spread and in 
a short space of time a mob of more 
than 1,000 men and boys were. sweep- 
ing through the section of the town 
occupied by negroes, clubbing and‘ 
stoning every biack head that -ap- 
peared. 

Mayor Pleaded tu Vain. 

Mayor Miller begged and pleaded 
and threatened the mob, but his words 
fell or -eaf ears, Equally as im- 
portant were the effects of the marshal 
and his deputies to check the riotous 
spirit... The officers of the law were 
brushed aside and literally run over 
by the crowd. For several hours the 
main mob maintained its strength of 
about 1,000 or more men and in that 
time every section of the city Was 
raided as with a fine tooth comb for 
negroes, the ‘latter fleeing in every 
direction. The very bulk of the mob 
was a factor in favor of the negroes, 
as pursuit was hampered by numbers, 
not more than a dozen of the fleeing 
blacks being overtaken. About 9 
o’clock tonight when not,.4@-negro. re- 


mained in town the mob dispersed | 


and ahaere hour here it is believed 
there will bé no further trouble. 

An old negro preacher- who is al- 
legwed to have made himself particu- 
larly obnoxious is pursuéd in the hills 
by a small party of white men, after 
having escaped the mob by a narrow 
margin. The wounded white man, W. 
L. Trimble, received severe suts and 
bruises about the head, but he is not 
believed to be seriously hurt, 


DEPUTY SHERIFE 
SHOT BY NEGRO 


West Palm Beach, Flia., April -24.— 
About 5 o’clock this morning Deputy 
Sheriff Robert Baker was called out 
to arrest a negro who had been try- 
ing to break into another negro'’s 
house in the west part of the city. He 
found the negro on Clamatist avenue. 
The negro had double-barreled shot 
gun and fired at the deputy. The @e- 
puty fired two or three shots at the 
negro, who escaped and has not been 
caught yet, but it is thought one or 
more shots hit him. 

Another negro who was near took 
the wounded deputy to a house and 
procured a carriage, in which he took 
Baker to Dr. Merrill's drug store. Dr. 
Cook was also called and they finally 
succeeded in staunching the blood, 
which was gushing from his wounds. 

Baker is now resting easily, though 
in a critical condition from loss of so 
much blood, as it was half an hour 
from the time he was shot until he 
was in the doctor’s hands. The shot 
used were buckshot and fired from 
short range, badly lacerating the right

Six Prisoners Are Now Being 
Held at the Police Station 
C for Investigation, 
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PARTIAL IDENTIFICATION 
BY WOUNDED CONDUCTOR 


Although Not Positive, Waller 
Bryson Believes Jim Black 
One of the Highwaymen. 
Conductor Passes a Restful 
Day, but His Condition Is Pro- 
nounced Hopeless. 


Although the police have under sus- 
Ppicion several negroes, and are devot- 
ing every energy toward arresting 
the three footpads who killed Motor- 
man 8S. T. Brown and fatally wounded 
Conductor Waller H. Bryson in the 
hold-up of street oar 246 in Draid 
Hills park Saturday night, no definite 
clews had been found last night that 
would shed light on the identity of 
the criminals. : 

Of the negroes rounded up in the 
dragnet commenced soon after the 
hold-up by the authorities, four are 
being watched and questioned very 
closely. 

Carried Before Conductor. 

These four are Jim Black, Charles 
Julian, Charley Hearn and@ Ananias 
Holland. They were carried before 
the desperately wounded ¢onductor at 
the Atlanta hospita] for identification. 
Black and Holland, the conductor 
thought, were the ones who robbed 
and shot him, but he was not pasi- 
tive. 


These. negroes are all employed at 


the Nichols grading camp, in Druid 


Hills, near the scene of the tragedy, 
and their- movements during Saturday * 


night are being thoroughly investi- 


gated. 


Sheriff C. W. Mangum rode out te 


the grading camp in an automobile 
Sunday morning and arrested the ne- 
groes, Black and Julian, and both are 
held in jail until further 
ments. It is hearned that both Black 
and Julian, who are fresh from the 
chaingang, where each served eight 
months for gaming, boarded a car for 
Atlanta and spent part of the night in 
@ rooming house on Decatur street, 
instead of. sleeping in their shanties, 
as usual, in Druid Hills. Both bought 


a complete change of clothes, took a 


bath at the negro rooming house, and 
early Sunday morning went back to 
the grading camp. Black had about 
$7 in money, and Julian about $4. Both 
are said to have told conflicting sto- 
ries about the time they boarded cars 
for the city. 
Black Under Suspicion. 

The wounded conductor was almost 
certain in his belief in the négro 
Black’s guilt, but. tolq the officers he 
could not be positive that he was the 
man. 

The negro Holland, who was arrest- 
ed with Hearn, by Detectives Bullard 
and Black, answererd the description 
of one of the negroes, the conductor 
said, buf, as in the case of Black, he 
was not positive. 

Floyd Asbury and Bub Talley, two 
negroes arrested by Policemen Lin- 
am and Barton as they stepped from 
a Druid Hijls car at Peachtree and 
Decatur streets: Sunday afternoon at 
4:30 o’clock, are held on the strength 
of a statement made the police by Dr. W.

.the trail. The tracks were too cold, 
however, and the work availed noth- 
ing. 

Atlanta Police on Case. 

Although the hold-up occurred on 
the DeKalb county side and officials 
of that county are at work on the 
case, both the police and detective 
fepartments of Atlanta, Sheriff Man- 
gum and his deputies, and County 
Police Chief Rowan and his men have 
been tirelessly at work in the search 
for the footpads since the murder of 
the motorman and shooting of the con- 
ductor. 

Citizens of Atlanta the 
counties are stirred up over the trag- 
edy, and are lending all aid in their 
means to facilitate the work by the 
authorities. But the feeling has not 
resulted in any demonstration, and it 
Is desired by everyone that fair legal- 
play be given. 

Car No. 246, which was manned by the 
two victims of the bold hold-up, re- 
mained in the car barn all day Sun- 
day in respect of its faithful crew. 

Conductor Waller H. Bryson, who 
bbeyed the command of the two negro 
footpads ‘“‘to hit the grit” after they 
had -robbed him, and was shot down 
before he had walked five steps, is 
making a brave fight his life at 
the Atlanta hospital. 

Opiates are being administered to 
dull his pain, and all day Sunday the 
flesperately wounded man rested quiet- 
ly. He able to talk, and his 
mind seemed clear. His pulse beat 
stronger late in the afternoon, and at 
midnight his condition was reported 
ws unchanged.

Organized in January of 
numbering two hundred members, 
largely of the professional musicians 
in Atlanta; with no guarantee.or en- 
dowment fund. and with no capital 
except the smal] dués of membership, 
with much long-standing prejudice to 
work against, and with the lack of 
Sympathy accorded any new institu- 
tion unless it starts out with a great 
blowing of trumpets and sensational 
advertisement, the Atlanta Musical As. 
sociation has to its credit a season's 
accomplishments which would have de- 
served applause had the organization 
been one of long standipg, with none 
of the drawbacks the Musical Asso- 

ciation has had to overcome.

Four noteworthy and _= significant ! 
of the association's season of 1909-10. 

First, the musicians of Atlanta, 
brought together in one organization, 
have worked together for a common 
cause—the cause of good music in At- 
lanta and more of it. 

Second, a symphony orchestra, com- 
posed entirely of Atlanta musicians 
and conducted by an Atlanta man, has 
taken active part in the winter's 
musical program, and has itself devet- 
oped into an instrument of which any 
city, twice Atlanta’s size, might be 
proud. 

Third, a series of recitals at the 
Grand by some of the most famous 
concert artists of this country and 
Europe, were brought by the associa- 
tion to Atlarfta, which heard otherwise 
only One great concert artist during 
the entire season.

As for the first achievement, it had 
long been contended, both by many 
musicians and by promoters of music | 


who are not musicians, that real mu-! 


sical sentiment in Atlanta would nev- | 
er be a fact: that “music for music's 
sake” would be a meaningless coup- 
ling of words, until the musicians of 
Atlanta, the element of people with 
whom music is a vital principle, should 


for a right attitude toward music in 
Atlanta, and a general recognition of 
Atianta’s musical needs. 

In other words, it was believed that 
the establishment of a local musical 
status in keeping with local develop- 
ment, commercially and otherwise, 
must find its impelling force in the 
musicians themselves. 

And yet, the popular belief that mu- 
sicians cannot work together in har- 
mony even for a mutual or common 
benefit: that the spirit of cooperation 
is uncongenial with the “artistic tem- 
perament,” was the belief advanced 
most discouragingly for every coun, 
ter-suggestion or encouragement that 
the musicians should organize and try 
their hand, 


Miss Harwood, Founder. 

It ware most fortunate that when 
organization was finally undertaken, 
it should be the inspiration and the 
task of a woman who could more 
mearly than anyone else, perhaps, har- 
monisze all the varving factions and 
elemenis in the active musical life. 

Miss Bertha Harwood, founder of 
the association, and its first president, 
is a cultured, but not a professional, 
musician: a woman of leisure, whose 
love for music has always brought her 
in contact with musicians, among 
whom she had thus a large acquaint- 
ance. 

Since she had “no ax to grind,” but 
desired very earnestly to see ad- 
vanced in Atlanta the best interests 
of music: and since she belonged to 
no one particular faction or clique 
among musicians, but possessed the 
friendship of practically all of them, 
it was a very happy decision on her 
part when she undertook the organ- 
ization of a musical association. 

In the face of many obstacles, with 
some assistance and encouragement,

The Orchestra. 


In the summer the symphony or- 
chestra movement was started, and in 
the fall, the Philharmonic Orchestra 
of the Atlanta Musical Association, 
under the conductorship of Mr. Wil- 
liam Whitney Hubner, an Atlanta mu- 
sician, was launched in a series of 
concerts which\ were concluded last 
Sunday, the orchestra having develop- 
ed into an efficient organization, with 
brightest possibilities of attainment. 

The orchestra, composed of some of 
the most prominent of the city’s ac- 
tive players, worked without pay, 
there being no guarantee fund, but 
purely to advance the cause of music, 
and to prove what could bé done’ by 
a purely local ofchestra. - 

In this sense these concert series was 
a pronounced success. They developed 
a splendid organization, and musically 
the concerts were most interesting 
they were not a success, 
because Atlanta’s love of music is still 
in the embryonic state when her desire 
for music must be stimulated by sen- 
Sational advertisement or promise of 
something more than absolute music. 


Artist, Concerts. 


At the same time with the inaugura- 
tion of the orchestra series, there was 
announced a number of “artist con- 
certs,” the association bringing to At- 
lanta a group of the most prominent 
artists concertizing in this country. 

Busoni, the celebrated Italian. who 
ranks among the world’s” greatest 
pianists; Dr. Ludwig Wullner, whose 
dramatic interpretations of the German 
‘“‘Lieder’’ have placed him in a class by 
himself, and have won him the highest 
artistic recognition on both sides of 
the water; Tilley Koenen, one of the 
most nofed contraltcs singing in this 
country the past season: the Misses 
Sassard, duo singers, rare and charm- 
ing’ exponents of a rather negiected 
branch of musical expression: and 
finally, Wm. H. Sherwood, the  well- 
known American planist, and Miss Vir- 
ginia Listamann, a delightful singer, 
whose engagement was united with 
the final concert by the orchestra, 
formed a splendid list of concert at- 
tractions, and they were presented to 
the public at popular prices, and with 
no demand in the first place for a 
popular or an association guarantee, 
while association members were ad- 
mitted to the concerts free of charge. 

At the club rooms were heard the 
famous violinist, Maud Powell. and a 
highly satisfying piano recital of 
Russian music by Mrs. Theodore Wor- 
cester, of Chicago. 


Educational Concerts. 


The educational concerts were each 
one ambitious and beautiful: and in- 
cluded a program of music by German 
composers, Mrs. 7John L. Meek, direct- 
ing; Italian comiposers, by Mr. J.’ W. 
Marshbank; French composers, by Mr.

These 
recitals were complimentary to the as- 
sociation, and each member could in- 
vite a guest. 


Social Features. 


The social features have, 
been most happy. 

Prominent among them was the as- 
sociation’s birthday reception last Oc- 
tober, and the president's reception, a 
beautiful affair of January. 

The artists appearing here under the 
auspices of the association have like- 
wise been entertained in appropriate 
manner. 

Finally, no review of the associa- 
tion’s achievement would be adequate 
without some word of recognition of 
the devoted and constant endeavor of 
the president in the cause of the asso- 
clation. 

At all times alert in the interest 
of the association and with a rare 
generosity of time and thought and 
energy at the disposal of the associa- 
tion, Miss Harwood has shown a zeal 
an untiring determination for the suc- 
cess of every project for the advance. 
ment of the association, which is un- 
usual and most admirable. 

Very often she has had to undertake 
on her own responsibility and without 
assistance, since musicians, like other 
business people, cannot command their 
own time, tasks and risks which have 
been considerable; but she has piloted 
the new organization through its first 
and what will probably be its hardest 
year, with a splendid courage, and the 
season closes with a fine record of work 
behind, and many valuable new mem- 
bers to aid in its farther progress.

The Right Rev. Benjamin J. Keiley, 
bishop of the Catholic diocese of Sa- 
vannah, confirmed 203 children in At- 
lantea yesterday, this being the largest 
number that has ever been confirmed 
during one day in the city.

The children have been under a 
special course of instruction for years 
in preparation for confirmation. They 
must, to qualify for confirmation, have 
attained a certain age, Know their re- 
ligion well and pass an examination in 
the catechism. Special interest was 
taken in the class of yesterday, as it 
was the largest and the best prepared 
ever presented to the bishop in the 
Sacred Heart. 

The ceremonies of confirmation were 
complied with to the letter in the pres- 
ence of a congregation that filled the 
large church to overflowing.

Dr. Len G. Broughton, pastor 
of the Baptist Tabernacle, in his ser- 
mon Sunday night clted the action of 
the Tennessee governor as one inci- 
dent in substantiation ef his assertion 
that there is a startling check in the 
progress of Christian civilization. 

“Tl was startled beyond expression 
when I read of that pardon being 
granted,” .declared Dr. Broughton, 
“and I was amazed when Governor 
Patterson, a few days later, announc- 
ed himself a candidate for re-election. 
If the state of Tennessee returns him 
to the governor's chair the state of 
Tennessee is doomed.” 

Dr. Broughton’s expression regard- 
ing the Cooper pardon was greeted 
with an outburst of applause by the 
large audience which heard him. 

Assault on Street Car Men. 

Dr. Broughton also cited the mur- 
derous assault made by three negroes 
upon the two street car men in Atlan- 
ta Saturday night and he declared 
that it is not only the negroes that 
should be blamed, but the system 
which makes it possible is also de- 
serving of severest censure. 

He declared that the church has 
failed to insist upon and to preach the 
old doctrine of grace and that the ap- 
palling outbursts of crime is due to 
the non-enforcement of existing laws. 

“The system under which we are 
living,” said he, “will absolutely 
wreck our civilization unless it is 
checked. We have made good laws, 
but they are not being enforced. The 
slogan of the church should be a 
righteous enforcement of § righteous 
principles and righteous laws.” 

Dr. Broughton stated, as an i!lus- 
tration of the principles he was enun- 
ciating, that recently while in the city 
of Memphis, which is nominally @ pro- 
hibition town, that he heard a “street 
spieler” standing in front of a saloon 
shouting: ) 

“Right this way to get your liquors, 
don’t worry about prohibition.” 

"T asked a policeman,” said he, “if 
prohibition was not supposed to be in 
force. He told me that it was, and 
then he said that at first efforts were 
made to enforce the law, but when 
persons were arrested for violating it 
the judge would so0 charge the juries 
that the juries would turn them 
loose.”

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Mr. Bryan can say nothing that does 
not partake of democratic gospel. 
President Taft gave Mr. Bryan an au- 
dience and this went off well.

After Bryan Came Hearst. 

Almost as the white house doors 
closed after Mr. Bryan they opened to 
admit William Randolph Hearst, ani 
again the democrats had a jolt.

Clark ran his fingers through his 
rapidly thinning hair, grabbed his hat 
and hustled to the hotel to tell Mr. 
Hearst how gdad he was to see him 
and how much the militant and trium- 
phant democrats of the house desired 
him to honor them with a visit that 
they might show him their respect.

Mr. Hearst lauds 
Taft far above Roosevelt; says that 
Taft has accomplished more in one 
year than Roosevelt did in seven years, 
and will accomplish more for the good 
of the country in the next three years 
than any man of the spectacular type 
of Roosevelt could ever hope to ac- 
complish. 

This, it is claimed, is the beginning 
of an attack on Roosevelt designed to 
eliminate him as a possible candidate 
for election to the presidency in 1912. 
Taft is not feared; Roosevelt is. If 
+here is to be a republican successor 
elected to Taft the most acceptable re- 
publican would be Taft and not Roose- 
velt. In these days of division in the 
republican ranks there is going up a!l 
over the country a howl for Rooseve!t. 
The move is on to checkmate this de- 
mand. 


It is asserted that Hearst may have | 


his eye on the democratic nomination 
in 1912, or may figure to be a con- 
trolling factor in-the nominating con- 
vention. Failing in this and forced to 
support the republican candidate, it is 
figured out that Hearst wants Taft ip 
preference to Roosevelt- This is taken 
to mean that the sentiment in New 
York is leaning towards Taft and 1s 
drifting from Roosevelt. Mr. Hearst 
is accredited with a keen knowledge of

Friends of his took occasion to- 
day to call attention to the fact that 
Mr. Hearst had complimented Mr. Taft 
as a man, while he condemned the re- 
publican party as the parent of an in- 
iquitous tariff system and law and fhe

lent opportunity to gauge properly the 
drift of the popular mind. His fights 
with Tammany have given him a broad 
acquaintance with politics of the ma- 
chine type. It is with this type of 
politics that Roosevelt, the master 
politician, has ever worked his will 
within the ranks of the republican 
party. 

Thus the politicai pot sizzles and 
bubbles. and the impending struggle 
between the democrats and republi- 
cans for contro! of the next house of 
representatives looms large above the 
factional fight of the regular and pro- 
gressive republicans.

SURFAE£E CULTIVATION OF GROW - 
ING CROPS. 

Of course the main portion of: the 
©corn crop in the south has been plant- 
ed and cultivation has begun, and the 
cotton crop in the lower cotton belt 
is also up and ready to plow and to 
chop out. From now on for about. 
-three months the principal farm work 
will be the surface cultivation of the 
growing crops. Many farmers seem to 
have the idea that almost the sole 
reason for plowing and hoeing is the 
destruction of grass and weeds. Per- 
haps it is the principal object, and it is 
fortunate that in stirring the soil for 
this one purpose we accomplish sev- 
@ral others at the same time and at 
the same operation. But a crop may 
be kept nearly clear of weeds by plow- 
ing at much longer intervals than are 
permissible or advisable when the 
other objects are considered. The old 
Diantation rule was to go over the 
crop every three weeks, and if such 
work be well done the crop would be 
kept reasonably clean. In those old 
times, “before ‘the war”’—and largely 
since—it was common practice to put 
five furrows with scooter’ shovel plows 
in every 5-foot corn row and go over 
the crop three times. Three-foot cotton 
rows-—the almost universal width—re- 
quired two to three furrows to the row 
et. each of three to four times, and one 
finishing furrow, as a layby, in the 
center of each middle. 

Now what are these other objects in 
view in plowing corn, cotton and other 
crops? _Granting that weed-killing 
comes first in importance, two others 
may be named as follows: 

(1) Stirring the soil gives access of 
air to the roots—an absolutely neces- 
®ary agent. Most of us have learned 
that all plants procure most of their 
substance from the air. This air must 
find its way into the plants largely 
fhrough the roots of the same, these 
roots procuring the food elements from 
the air in the soil. The air performs 
other indirect offices in the soll. Hence 
we should keep the surface layer open 
and porous, so that the air may freely 
enter from above and circulate through 
the soil. 

(2) An open, porous surface soil acts 
as a mulch—just as a layer of straw 
or forest leaves—in congerving the 
moisture of the soil. This is an im- 
portant office, especially in view of 
a probable drouth of long or short 
duration. It is not necessary to discuss 
the theory of this moisture-conserving 


action. We know that if the surface be |; RAISING WATER, DAMS, 
stirred an inch or so as soon after a} 


rainfall as practicable the soil will 
hold on to its moisture longer than it 
will if a crust be permitted to form 
and harden on such surface. 

The ideal cultivation, we might say, 
is one that keeps the surface soi! al- 
ways in a broke, friable*condition. Of 
course, with showers of rain, even no 
oftener than once every. week, this 
would hardly be practicable on most 
farms, because the“ surface must be 
permitted to dry off to some extent 
after each rain before it would be 
proper or safe to disturb it with plow 
or cultivator—as every farmer under- 
stands. But it is very desirable tha | 
the cultivator or other implement b@& 
run through the crop as quickly as 
possible after a rainfall of sufficient 
volume to form a crust. On land :n 
gz0ood heart and liberally fertilezed—in 
other words, on land from which a 
large yield may be reasonably ex. 
pected, it would doubtless pay well to 
stir the surface as often as once a 
week, particularly if the showers “f 
rain shall occur so often On very 
poor land, poorly prepared at the ou:- 
set and very lightly fertilized, or not 
at all, I sometimes doubt if it pays 
to cultivate it at all. Indeed, it ought 
mot to have been planted. But on a 
rich, productive soil. one in high state 
of culture, no one-—-I believe—has yet 
found out how often the soil may be 
stirred to profit. A very good plan, 
however, is to “go over the crop,” 
whether corn, cotton, tobacco or what 
not, not less often than once in two 
weeks as a general rule, subject to 
frequent modifications, such as rain- 
fall or other exigencies that may in- 
terfere, with perfec tregularity. 

Now, “going over” a crop doesn't 
necessarily involve putting in three or 
four furrows in every 4 or 6-foot row: 
nor even more than one. Once to a 
row under 5 feet wide will usually be 
enough to accomplish the obfects in 
view. But this cannot be done with a 
“scooter and scrape” rig. Nothing less 
than some effective cultivatcr, what- 
ever its name or make, capable of cut- 
ting a width of 3 to 4 feet wide, will 
answer. Better still would be a two- 
orse cultivator, one of the sort that 
carries an umbrella and a jug of water 
-—-if you please—one that will “strad- 
ale” a row of corn or cotton and stir 
the soil effectively half way to the 
rows on the right and left, thus re- 
quiring but one through trip to each 
row. Of course, such an implement 
requires two horses. But excellent 
work mav be done at the same rate 
of speed with a good, expanding culti- 
Vator, such as the Planet. Jr., horse- 
hoe, or the Diverse Cultivator or the 
Iron Age Cultivator. 

But, not to forget. the weeder is a 
new surface cultivating tool, and I 
believe it has come to stay. It is in- 
expensive, simple, durable and effective 
during the very early stages of the 
growing crops. An 8-foot weeder, 
with only one man and one horse, will 
@0 over 16 to 18 acres a day on land 
in fairly good condition, and I believe 
it would pay for itself in less than one 
season, on a 50-acre farm, in the sav- 
ing of labor. Some farmers profess 
to be afraid that a weeder dragged 
over eotten crop. across the rows, 
wwould materially injure the stand of 
cotton. { so feared the first time I 
heard of -harrowing crosswise with a 
siant-tooth smoothing harrow. But 
efter the first trial—some 20 years 
azgo—I found that such fears were 
groundless. Now the weeder—a more 
effective and even less expensive im- 
plement—has taken the place of the 
harrow in large degree for this “‘first 
aid” cultivation. 

Indeed, it is mere folly for a farmer 
to cling to the old “shovel-and-the- 
hoe,” and decry the modern, 
up-to-date methods and implements of 
culture. Progress and improvement 
end new ideas—on the farm, as well 
a@s everywhere else--is the order of 
the day. Economy is all very well in 
its proper sphere—the avoidance of 
waste and unnecessary luxury-——but it 
fe out of place when it enforces the 
wee of worn out, or out-of-date, im- 
“plements and machinery on the farm 
rather than those that are up-to-date, 
gore effective and more durable.

FORMULATING FERTILIZERS FOR 
CORN AND COTTON. 

JW. K.. Felton, Ga.--My land is 
principalivy upland; some is a bench or 
sécond bottom, varied as appearance, 
@ark-gray loam, light flint pebbles, 
some soft, pale chocolate, some deep 
chocolate. All containing consider- 
able sand and resists droughts well. 
Part of it was cultivated in cotton 
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last year. Some of this has been culti- 
vated three years since cleared; some 
of it old land and was in corn five 
years ago: been in cotton each year 
since. Then I have some that was in 
corn two years ago, has lain idle since. 
ve most of the crop well broke 
and In fine conditiona Am ready to put 
in the fertilizers. I have 14 per cent 
acid, 10—1.65—2.00 guano, nitrate of 
soda and some stable and cow barn 
manure. How and how much per acre 
shall I use of these fertilizers for 
the best results? 

Answer—The description of your 
land does not indicate such marked 
diversity as should cali for any change 
in the composition of the fertilizers to 
be applied, respectively, to corn and 
cotton, not more than may be accom- 
plished by the proper intercultural use 
of nitrate of soda. The problem sub- 
mitted, however, would have been sim- 
pler if you had stated that you had 
on hand, or could easily procure, acid 
phosphate (14 or 16), muriate of pot- 
ash and nitrate of soda. With these 
three it is possible to mix so as to 
secure any analysis that might be de- 
sirable. Your 10—1.65—2 guano needs 
about 50 per cent more nitrogen and 
potash for cotton on of. uplands, an- 
swering very well as sit is for the 
fresher lands and bottoms. For the 
older lands the 50 per cent addition 
could be secured by adding to each 200 
pound bag of the 10—1.66—2 about 18 
pounds of nitrate of soda and 4 pounds 
of muriate of potash (the nitrate to 
be used as a top dressing). So much 
for cotton. ‘ 

For corn add to each 200-pound bag 
of the 10—1.65—-2 about 50 pounds of 
nitrate of soda (at and after planting). 
As suggested, the nitrate should be 
applied, say 25 to 30 pounds in the 
furrow with the seed, the guano and 
muriate having been bedded on in ad- 
vance of planting. If you shall apply 
as much as 500 pounds of the guano 
per acre on cotton then you will have 
about 45 pounds of the nitrate to apply 
at planting and second plowing, or all 
of it at panting. So also with the 
corn. In applying the nitrate you may 
put it a little Ighter on the darker 
colored bottoms and on the fresher 
land and heavier on the old, worn 
lands. | 

The stable manure and cow manure 
would be well to apply to the corn (it 
should have been scattered and plowed 
in a month ago) without materially 
changing, but simply reducing the 
@mount of nitrate by about 10 pounds 
for each ton of manure applied. 


IRRIGA- 


TION, ETC. 

“Old Subscriber,” Cuba, Ala.—I, want 
some information about severa] things 
—ponds, irrigation, etc. I have a good 
bold spring 123 yards from my house. 
I am fixing to build a dam. Is there 
any danger of drowning out the spring 
by backing the water over it several 
feet deep? Do you think it necessary 
to dig a ditch and fill in with clay to 
get dam to hold water? The founda- 
tion is a little boggy. How thick ought 
dam to be at base to hold water 8 feet 
deep—about one-eighth of an acra in 
pond? Would you. advise getting a 
ram or gasoline engine to raise 
water to tank? How high ought tank 
to be for general.use, such as water 
in house and fer irrigation? How 
should the rows’ be laid off for irriga- 
tion; should they be level or have some 
fall? Please give the best way to put 
water on and what amount. Please 
give me all the information you can 
cn the subject of ifrigation. Your 
page in the dear old Constitution is 
such a help to me, as your advice can 
always be relied on. 

Answer—There is always some dan- 
ger of causing the water to seek an- 
other outlet when the dam is raised 
high enough to overflow the spring 
several feet. The result of such dam- 
ming can be known only by actual 
trial. 

If the ground is boggy it would be 
better to excavate a ditch under the 
middie line of where the dam is to be, 
say $8 or 4 feet wide, and at least 2 or 
3 feet down into the. pure clay. This 
ditch should then be filled and well 
rammed with clean clay kept wet 
(puddled), while the filling is going on 
and thig core of clay should be car- 
ried up to nearly to the top of the 
dam. In order to prevent crawfish 
working through it, may be neces- 
sary also to drive piling of i-inch 
plank, breaking joints, on the upper 
side of this core of clay. 

A well constructed dam 16 feet wide 
at the base should be sufficient to hold 
a depth of water of 8 feet (the area 
need not be considered). 

Whether it would be better to get 
a ram Or a gasoline engine depends 
on the quantity of water that the 
spring supplies, the “head” you can 
secure (or amount of fall to the ram), 
the horizonta] distance from the ram 
to the tank, the perpendicular height 
of water in the tank when filled above 
the ram. You should know that when 
attached to an ordinary spring a ram 
consumes much the greater part of the 
water in its operation. So, if your 
spring is not 4 very bold one it might 
be expedient to use a gasoline pump 
to raise the water, which would en- 
able you to get practically all that 
the spring affords. 

A tank to hold the water should be 
at least several feet higher than the 
highest point at which you may wish 
to use the water. 

For irrigating the water or irriga- 
tion furrows should have a consider- 
able grade, but not enough to cause 
washing the furrows into gullies. The 
smaller the quantity of water let into 
an irrigating furrow the greater 
should be the grade. 

The “best way to put water on” de- 
rends essentially on the quantity of 
water. The furrow system is limited, 
running an open furrow along each 
middle between the rows of plants. 
Possibly a copy of “Irrigation and 
Drainage.” a book written by F. H. 
King, and published by The MacMillan 
Company, New York City (by mail 
$1.66), would give you a good deal of 
information. I have not examined it 
myself, but Know that Mr. King is 
thoroughly capable of writing such a 
bcok. 

If you will write again and give me 
the following particulars of informa- 
tion IJ may be able to advise more 
fully in regard to the expediency in 
putting in a ram: (1) Average flow 
from the spring in gallons per min- 
ure. (3) Possible perpendicular fall in 
feet for surface of water to base of 
the ram. (3) Perpendicular height, in 
feet, of top of the tank above the 
ram. (4) Horizonta] distance, in feet, 
from ram to the tank. 

ANALYSIS OF MIXTURDE. 

M. M. B., Gough, S. C.: Please give 
me in The Constitution the analysis of 
the following fertilizer: 

Phosphoric acid (14 per cent). .200 Ibs. 
Cotton seed meal 
Kainit . 

Answer-—A mixture of 200 pounds of 
14 per cent acid phosphate, 100 pounds 
cotton seed meal (high grade) and 80 
pounds of kainit, would analyze about 
8—-3.68-—-3.42, and wouid answer fairly 
well for cotton on thin upland, but 
would be better if you will make it 
250 pounds of 14 per cent acid, instead 
of 200 pounds.

SOWING OATS AND COWPEAS To- 
GETHER. 


(1) I expect to sow peas after oats 
on bottom land in June or July, would 
you advise sowing oats with peas for 
ext year’s crop, and how much of 
each per acre, good strong iand? 

2) Would you advise fertilizing corn 
on rich bottom land? If yes, when and 
what kind? 

Answer—(1) I do not think it would 
pe at all wise to sow oats with the 
peas (at same time) for another crop 
of oats for more than one reason. (a) 
It would be entirely too early to sow 
oats—even in July. They would at- 
tain only a sprinkling and unsatisfac- 
tory growth during the growth of the 
peas and would be in poor condition 
to withstand the heat of August and 
the probable heat and drouth of Sep- 
tember. (b) They would be disposed 
‘¢o head out in the fall. You will have 
| smple time after harvesting the peas 
(or pasturing them off) to sow the oats 


‘cent acid phosphate, 


soil precisely 


in October or during the Grst half of 
November. (c) Moreover the oats-—t5- 
pecially on bottom land—should be 
sown in “open furrows” as a precau- 
tion against winter killing. 

(2) As a rule I would not advise 
fertilizing corn on rich bottom land, 
unless there is a manifest tendency of 
the land to produce a large stalk and 
unsatisfactory yield of grain, in which 
case you might very properly apply 
200 or 300 pounds of 10—2 acid and 
potash, listing or bedding on it before 
planting. 


SOME SIMPLE CALCULATIONS. 
T. M. @& Elberton, Ga.—With 16 per 
8 per cent cotton 
seed meal, muriate potash, nitrate of 
soda, please give me the amount of 
each to make a 10—4—4, or a 1 : 

Answer—Assuming that you wish 
the nitrogen to be supplied about 
equally by the meal and the nitrate of 
soda, I will say that you cannot get 
a mixture of the four ingredients that 
would analyze quite 10—4—4 nor 10— 
5—5. But there will be no defficuity 
in getting the same relative propor- 
tions which would serve every practi- 
cal purpose. For instance: 1,000 pounds 
of 16 per cent acid, 425 pounds 8 per 
cent cotton seed meal, 195 pounds ni- 
trate soda, 128 pounds muriate potash, 
would analyze  9.15—3.66—3.66, in 
which, don’t you. see, the phosphoric 
acid is just twice and a half as much 
as each of the other two, just as in 
/10—4—-4 the phosphoric acid is just twa 
and a half times as much as either the 
nitrogen or the potash. 

So a mixture of 1,000 pounds of 16 
per cent acid, 531 pounds of cotton seed 
meal, 244 pounds of nitrate soda, 160 
pounds of Muriate potash would an- 
'alyze 8.29—4.14—4.14, which preserves 
the same proportions at 10—5—5. 

You should know that you may not 
take two or more ingredients of given, 
fixed analysis and mix them so as to 
secure any fixed or preconceived analy- 
sis in the mixture: You may some- 
times get it—once in a thousand times 
—but usually only an analysis that 
will be relatively the same, but either 
higher or lower than the objective de- 
sired. . 

If you had asked me what ingredi- 
ents and of what analysis should be 
used to get a mixture that would 
analyze 10—4—4, or 10—5—5, it would 
have been a solvable problem. For in- 
stance, 1,000 pounds of 16 per cent 
acid, 416 pounds of nitrate soda, 128 
pounds muriate potash, would analyze 
10.389—4.12—-4.12, and by using a slight- 
ly lower grade of acid phosphate 
(easily calculated), an anlysis of ex- 
actly 10—4—4 might be secured. . So, 


acid (above 16 per cent) would enable 
you to get a mixture that would 
analyze exactly 10—5—5. But what’s 
the use? One thousand pounds of 9— 
4.50—4.50 per acre would carry to the 
the same amounts each 
of phosphoric acid, nitrogen and pot- 
ash, as would 900 pounds of 10—5—5, 
and the proportions are precisely the 
same. 


MOST CORN POSSIBLE. 

A. C. D., Talmo, Ga.—I have one acre 
on which I want to make the most corn 
possible. It is old sandy creek bottom, 
been in corn for years. I wan to plant 
Marlboro Prolific. How close will it 
stand and make good corn? I have 
put 1,400 pounds guano and two two- 
horse loads stable manure, broadcast- 
ed, and 600, and put remainder in drill 
and listing furrows. Give me your 
idea of planting and cultivating. How 
much must I plant on acre, what dis- 
tance’ to stand jin drill? Will 1 foot be 
too close? Should I put more guano 
or soda to it later? What date must 
I plant such land? The plat of ground 
is 53x92 yards? Ig thatan acre? Hop- 
ing to hear from you in next Consti- 
tution. , 

Answer—This is one of those letters 
that Ll always fear that my answers 
to whi will not be satisfactory. I do 
not know whether you wish to make 
a profitable crop of corn, or just sim- 
ply the largest possible yield, regard- 
less of experience, for it should be 
knol that it is possible—by the use 
of large amounts of fertilizers—to get 
a larger yield than would pay out. 

The amount of stable manure, how- 
ever, that you propose, or have al- 
ready applied, is very small, indeed, 
and the 1,400 pounds of “guano” (very 
vague) is not remarkably excessive. I 
suggest that you make the rows 4 feet 
apart, and a plant every 12 inches, 
making nearly 9,000 plants per acre. 
Not knowing the composition of the 
“guano,” I cannot advise as to future 
applications. Plant at usual time, cul- 
tivate shallow and often. Nor do [I 
know the present capacity of the soil. 
A plat of ground 53x92 yards is 8:6 
square yards, more than one acre. 


REMEDY FOR GRAVEL. 

W. K. Best, Chatham, La.—I have 
just read an inquiry of W. M. Cham- 
blee, Springhope, N. C., wanting a 
remedy for mule with gravel. We have 
a mule 26 years old that has been in 
our family twenty-one years and has 
been subject to this disease all the 
while, having from one to three at- 
tacks every year. We know' no per- 
manent cure, but always give relief 
by giving one tablespoonful of salt- 
peter dissolved in a pint of warm wa- 
ter. If first dose fails, repeat in three- 
quarters of an hour, ete. The third 
dose has never failed to give relief. 

Comment—I thank Mr. Best for hig 
kind response to Mr. Chamblee’a re- 
quest for. a remedy for gravel. While 
T do not doubt that the saltpeter re- 
lieved the symptoms shown by his 
mule, I suggest that the retention of 
urine (or its suppression) in its case 
might have been due to defective ac- 
tion of the kidneys and not to gravel. 
Saltpeter is a diuretic, which means 
that it is a medicine that acts as a 
stimulant on the kidneys, causing an 
increased secretion of urine. In a 
case of gravel there is not essentially 
any diminution if the secretion of 
urine, but only a@ mechanical obstruc- 
tion to its discharge from the kidneys. 
If saltpeter will remove such obstruc- 
tion it is a fact that ought to be bet- 
ter known. 
FEEDING CORN AND COTTON 

PLANTS. 

W. A. G., Montgomery, Ala.: We 
are very much interested in the ques- 
tion of ‘‘feeding’’ the corn and cotton 
plant with commercial] fertilizer dur- 
ing the process of growth. We will 
be glad to obtain any literature of 
yours touching upon this subject. Will 
you kindly advise us where such may 
be obtained and the price that we 
may have the pleasure of ordering it. 
The writer, Mr. Gayle, recalls with 
much pleasure our personal meeting 
some years ago and he trusts that he 
hag not been altogether forgotten by 
yourself. 

Answer—My carefully conducted. 
repeated experiments in the Georgia 
station farm did not prove that what 
is called intercultural fertilizing 15 
not advisable and that acid phosphate, 
salts of potash, cotton seed meal, 
dried bleed, and other organic sources 
of nitrogen should, as a rule, be ap- 
plied before planting, well mixed with 
the soil and bedded on. Nitrate of 
soda, however, being very soluble and 
liable to leach out of the soil, should 
not be applied before planting, but 
may he applied at planting and at in- 
tervals after planting, but not. later 
(on cotton and corn) than June 20 or 
July 1, or the commencing of the 
blooming stage. When intending to 
use nitfate during the growing period 
the fertilizer applied before planting 
should be adjusted accordingly by 
leaving off more or less of the nitro- 
genous ingredient (or all of it) so that 
the whole amount applied shall. be 
equivalent to ia mixture analyzing 
about 1 part of nitrogen, 1 part of 
potash and 5 to 6% parts phos. acid. 
Send to Director M. V. Calvin, Ex- 
periment, Ga., for coples of Bulletin 
70 (pages 76-77) and 75 (pages 222, 
236).
